as a whole, particularly when 
it came time for agencies to 
work together. 1 believe that 
the Commission has rightly 
suggested that massive struc- 
tural reform of the intelligence 
community is essential if we 
expect to properly connect the 
dots. 

The Commission identified 
no less than five different enti- 
ties responsible for terrorism 
analysis located across the 
government and has clearly 
and appropriately articulated 
the need to eliminate’ this 
duplication. They suggest the 
establishmént of a National 
Counterterrorism . Center 
(NCTC) to be a center for joint 
operational planning and joint 
intelligence. While I agree 
that the existing duplication 
should be eliminated in order 
to maximize efficiencies and 
minimize interagency friction, 
I do not :believe we should 
reinvent the wheel in an effort 
to establish a central facility. 1 
believe that our efforts should 
capitalize on ‘the important 
assets of each agency and fully 
integrate their assets, their 
information and their person- 
nel. Only after such ah inte- 
gration occurs will our govern- 
ment truly have the capability

Their 
conclusion that the Central 
Intelligence Agency relegated 
minimal resources to tracking 
terrorist funds and demonstrat- 
ed little regard for the financial 
component of terrorist investi- 
gations is particularly trou- 
bling, although not surprising 
given what was already 
known. Further, as Chairman 
of the Committee on Banking, 
which has jurisdiction over 
many money laundering and 
terrorist financing issues, par- 
ticularly oversight of the Bank 
Secrecy Act and Title II] of the 
U.S.A. Patriot Act, I will con- 
tinue to investigate the manner 
by. which terrorists use the 
financial system to facilitate 
their activities. The Banking 
Committee has already held a 
number of hearings on ‘this 


matter, and will continue to do - 


so, including hearings specific 
to the information attained by 
the 9/11 Commission. The 
Commission's report provides 
the best available analysis to 
date on the means by which 
the 9/11 hijackers funded their 
activities and operations while 
in the United States.

Portable Generator Death Reports Double 


CPSC Staff discusses ways to reduce 
carbon monoxide poisons deaths 


The U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission (CPSC) 
today released a new staff report 
announcing that reports of pen 
erator-related carbon monoxide 
(CO) poisoning deaths doubled 
in recent years. In 2003, CPSC 
had reports of 36 deaths from 
CO poisoning associated with 
portable generators, . In 2002, 
there were 40 deaths reported. 
This was a 100 percent increase 
from the reported 18 deaths in 
2001 and 20 deaths in. 2000 
From 1990 through 2003, 22% 
CO poisoning deaths associated: 
with ‘portable generators were 
reported to CPSC. CPSC stat 
held a form today tg discuss 
the new data and possible ways 
to reduce the risk from penera 
1ors, 

“If you use a pasoline- pow 
ered generator, set it up outside 
in a dry area, away from ait 
intakes to the home,” said CPSC 
Chairman Hal Stratton, 
“Opening doors and windows or 
operating fans to ventilate will 
not prevent CO build-up in the 
home, Even with a CO alarm, 
you should never use a gasoline 
powered generator inside your 
home or in a garage.” 

At the forum, CPSC staft 
described the typical hazard sce- 
narios in Which generator-relat 
ed CO poisoning deaths 
occurred, About 40 percent of 
the deaths (89) occurred during 
the winter months, Almost 70 
percent of the deaths occurred at 
home, often with the generator 
‘ina basement/crawlspace or ina 


garage/enclosed earport. About 
26 percent of fatal generator 
incidents involved more (than 
one death, Adults apes 25 and 
older accounted tor about 80 
percent of CO poisoning deaths 
associated with portable penera 
tors. The majority (72 pereent) 
of the victims were mile 
“Virtually all of these CO pot 
soning deaths could have been 
prevented by Keeping the yenet 
ator away trom the home ot 
attached garage.” Stratton said 
Attendees at) the ‘ftorum 
included. penerator ahd engine 
manufacturers, voluntary stun 
dards organizations, consumer 
groups, retailers, state/local 
health officials, and medical 


professionals, These yroups 


discussed technical approaches 
and public awareness: strategies

Important peanut meetings dates announced

“VELVET BEAN CATERPIL- 
LAR ALERT ON PEANUTS 


Velvet Bean Caterpillars are 
on the march in the Wiregrass 
on peanuts. 

This recent ‘outbreak ot 
worms is worth attention, ‘The 
majority of the worms | in 
peanuts right now ts the Velvet 
Bean Caterpillar. There are a 
few loopers, fall army worms, 
cut worms and a few, of this, that 
and the other. Howéver, 90% ‘ol 
this complex is the Velvet Bean 
Caterpillars. 

The good news is they are 
easy to contol. On normal 
peanuts the threshold level for 
treating is six worms per fow 
foot. On rank vines about 6-8 
worms per row foot, If your 
peanuts are 2-3 weeks trom dig- 
ging and you are applying a tun 
gicide you would probably go 
ahead and add an insecticide to 
your spray at the threshold of 4 
worms per row foot, The recom- 
mended insecticides of choice 
are ASANA XL at 2.9 oz. and 
Karate IE at 1.92 oz. The other 
labeled insecticides should be 
applied at the low rates. Velvet 
Bean Caterpillars are easy to 
identify, When young they look 
very much like loopers and loop 
or inch along when crawling. 
When you touch them however 
they jump and wiggle around, 
No-other insect does this, They 
also have four sets olf legs on 
their abdominal or rear end sec- 
tion. Loopers only have two 
sets of prolegs. 

Not only do these caterpillars 
do damage by defoliating the 
vines, they may also eat the pegs 
of inverted peanuts leaving your 
peanut crop on the ground.

Common sense will 
prevent heat related 
emergencies 


The recent cool*weather has been a pleasant relief from-the heat 

wave we have been experiencing for some time now, But rest 
assured that another “Dog Days” heat wave will deseend on 
Alabama this summer: 
Every year someone. gets into trouble from Overheating While 
engaged in outdoor recreation; We normally think of someone Over: 
heating during athletic sports, but mid-summer fisherman and early 
season dove hunters fall victim to the sun-also. 

We often hear that someone had a heat stroke and had to curtail 
their activity fora while. Most of the time When one hears of some- 
one haying a heat stroke it is more likely to be a case of heat cramps 
or heat exhaustion rather than-a heat stroke. Heat exhaustion or heat 
prostration is the most Common of the heat-related syndromes. It is 
brought on by the failure of the cardiovascular responses to contro] 
the effects of high external temperatures. 3 

| have witnessed the results of heat cramps and heat exhaustion 
but never a heat stroke. | overheated while spraying cut over tim- 
berland with a backpack sprayer about two years ago. My body was 
telling me it was time to stop for the day but I only had about a half 
acre to complete and continued. |-Soon began to feel week, devel- : 
oped a headache, nausea and felt as if | was going to faint. After tak- 
ing a shower and laying on the couch the heat cramps started, I'm 
not talking about the little cramp you get ffom stretching in the bed, 
but one that will bring tears to your eyes. 

The two cases of heat exhaustion | witnessed involved very little 
physical activity. One incident was a fisherman ‘that had just found 
a good bream bed after fishing for Several hours without catching a 
fish; He said he knew he had been in the sun too long, but just could 
n't resist staying on his newfound honey hole 

We normally think of cooler Weather when we think of hunting 
Season but hunters can have heat related health emergencies during 
early dove season too, | was on a stand less than a hundred yards 
from a hunter who passed out and tell off of his stool in the middle 
of a field, We got him under a shade tree, wiped him with cool 
walter, and gave him water and Gatorade, He recovered in short 
order but cut his dove hunt short to seek the air-conditioned comfort 
of his tuck 

We can do little about the outside temperature in which we work 
or play, but we can minimize our exposure to The most extreme con 
ditions. Try to schedule outdoor activity for the cooler early mom 
ing and late evening periods. Wear a wide-brimmed hat, drink plen- 
ty of water and utilize shade anytime you can, Above all, listen to 
your body, and cease physical activity at the first indication of over 
heating and find a cooler place, fast

New laws bring changes in motor vehicle 
registration procedures, Jan.'1, 2005 


Recent legislation passed dur 
ing the 2004 Regular Session 
makes some sweeping changes in 


Alabama's motor vehicle registra-* 


tion Jaws, effective Jan, 1, 2005, 
specifically relating to prorated 
registration fees and vehicle regis- 
tration expiration periods, accord- 
ing to the Alabama Department of 
Revenue (ADOR) 

Under current law, a vehicle 
owner is allowed to prorate the 
vehicle's registration renewal 
fees by submitting a non-use affi 
davit to the county license plate 
issuing official if the vehicle is 
out of service at the start of the 
owner's 12-mOnth registration 
period. Act 2004-292 eliminates 
the prorated fee provision for all 
vehicles except motor homes, 
farm trucks, and newly-acquired 
vehicles, effective Jan, 1, 2005 

The ADOR advises commer 
cia) and private vehicle owners to 
pay special attention to the pro 
rated fee provision. Other than 
the exceptions noted, owners 
whose vehicles dre out of service 
at the time of their registration 
renewal month and who wait 
until after Jan. 1, 2005 to register 
their vehicles will be charged fees 
for the ful] 12-month registration 


year, plus delinquent penalties 


and interest. Act 2004-292 pro- 


hibits the proration of registration 
fees, beginning Jan. 1, 2005 
Another important change, 
according to the ADOR, involves 
the vehicle's registration exptra 
tion date. Under current law, an 


owner's motor vehicle registta 


tion expires on the last day of the 
month before the owner's regis 
tration renewal month begins. In 
effect,. the owner's registration 
expiration date and the owner's 
registration renewal deadline are 
not the same dates under current 
law. The new law, effective Jan 
1, 2005, changes the owner's 
expiration date to the last day of 
the owner's renewal month, thus 
making the two dates—expira 
tion date and renewal deadline 
date—the same for the owner 

To accommodate changes 
made in the registration expira 
tion date, Act 2004-554 changes 
the owner's registration period to 
begin the first day of the month 
following the owner's renewal 
month. It doés not change the 


owner's renewal month—only 
the registration year. 


“Vehicle owners will continue 


to renew their license plates as 
they do now,” explained State 
Revenue Commissioner Tom 
Surtees. ‘Vehicle owners will see 
ho changes in their vehicle's 
renewal month or in the amount 
of registration fees paid over their 
12-month registration period; 
they will only note a change in 
their registration periods as 
shown on their motor vehicle reg 
istration receipts.” 

According to the ADOR, these 
changes bring Alabama's motor 
vehicle registration expiration 
and renewal periods more in line 
with other states and provide for 
more uniformity among state 
motor vehicle and law enforce 
ment agencies

“When we took over, we had 
no cash...we had nothing, Dean 
said, “We knew we could not 
operate as the business had in 
the past, so, we Started cutting 
expenses.”
